Mr. Hill, who occupied the first floor, se-

Grand street. 

On the ground floor, No. 55 Grand street, 
was the clothiag store of Morris & Solomon. 
Their stock is damaged $8,000. 

On the first floor Mrs. Rudolph was killed. 
Her husbana and four children escaped with 
slight bruises. 

The second floor was eccupied by Mr. 
Wolffe and four children. The father and 
motherescaped.

On the third floor were Mr. Saville, wife, 
and one child.

On the homeward 
stretch the Gracie outfooted the Mischief 
verv rapidly, and passed her off the Scotland 
lightship, but went considerable to leeward 
in order to keep out of her way. Both yachts 
had to beat from buoy No. 5½ on the point 
off Sandy Hook, to buoy No. 8, inside 
the Horseshoe. The Mischief being to the 
windward, had the advantage, and was en- 
abled to round Buoy No. 10 slightly ahead, 
but coming up with a beam wind, the Gracie 
passed her to the leeward, and, after reach- 


ing far enough ahead not to interfere, luffed 
across her bow and took the windward posi- 


THIS FEAT 

was greeted by the steamers and private 
tugs which were following the yachts with 
prolonged whistling. The Gracie finished 
about a quarter of a mile, and was 01:13 
ahead of Mischief. She went over the 
course in 4:65:46, the uickest time 
on record. This was conceded on all sides 
to be a very remarkable performance, es- 
pecially as she had to sail what in yachting 

tance is known as a leeward race. ‘That 

she had to keep to the leeward of the 
other boats to avoid interfering with them, 
and thereby lost se minutes. When 
the Mischief finished the Atlanta 
“null down” in the lower bay. 
It may besaid for the Atalanta that, although 
she was badly beaten by both boa she 
made fair time over the course and did very 
well for a new and untried boat with an in- 
efficient crew. Tomorrow the second race 
of the series will be sailed twenty miles to 
the windward, or outside of Sandy Hook.

STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Oct. 18,—Few cities 
possess greater charms than Stockholm. 
Viewed from a distance, whether from the 
water, towering above you, or from a neigh- 
boring hight gilded with sunlight, below 
you, she sparkles with beauty. Even when 
within her steep streets you cease not to ad- 
mire the picturesqueness of her location. 
She captivates all who approach her, and the 
spell of her tascination is never dissolved. 
She is often called “the Venice of the 
North,” and is sometimes likened to Genoa; 
but no comparison conveys an adequate de- 
scription of the combined peculiarity and 
beauty which distinguish Sweden’s Capital. 
A lady who had resided years abroad, and 
had visited most of the Capitals of Europe, 
said to me, I have never seen a city which 
is to me so beautiful as Stockholm.” Anda 
well-known Chicago gentleman, whom I en- 
countered the day of my arrival here, con- 
firmed the testimony of others by enthusi- 
astically exclaiming, ** 1 have been here now 
four weeks, and, of all the many European 
cities L have seen, Stockholin is the most 
beautiful.“ a 

THIS HOME OF 165,000 sWEDES 
rests upon numerous islands and rocky hills, 
at the point of union of the waters of Lake 
Mälaren with those of an arm of the Baltic; 
and itis this combination of surroundings 
that invests the city with its peculiar charm. 
Our wee steamer approached from the lake, 
and the first glimpse we caught of this urban 
beauty was dazzling. The first speechless 
bewilderment having fled, the reacting rush 
of admiration found vent inthe simultane- 
ous exclamation, “ How beautiful!” We 
had been winding our way among emerald 
isles, that either lifted their rocky sides 
proudly from the sparkling waters, or nestled 
confidingly on the bosom of the lake—gray 
turrets and hoary castle-walls peering out 
from.the foliage of giant trees; but now at 
once, like a Venus from the crest of the 
wave, sprang into view a city that in the 
morning sunlight stood fair and stately, a 
myriad of windows glistening in its lofty 
towers and white palaces. At her feet, all 
around us, the water was filled with in- 
numerable boats and ships of every size and 
kind. Here, screamed by us a miniature ex- 
cursion steamer, so low that its passengers 
seem sitting on the surface of the lake; there, 
moved majestically out into the waters of 
the Baltica huge sailing vessel. The eye 
grew weary with the unceasing interchange 
and play of form and color. It was 
A SCENE NEVER TO BE FORGOTTEN. 

The whistle of the Wadstena signaled our 
approach. Little boats became thicker a few 
minutes later, and we glided up to the stone 
docks of Stockholm, where the hotel-omni- 
buses and messengers were awaiting our ar- 
rival. One must enter the city from the wa- 
terto have it impress him with her inde- 
scribable attraction, and to realize how she is 
cut up by water—a labyrinth of streams 
spanned with handsome bridges, and laying 
the foundations of solid quays, which, broad 
and open, are flanked by massive buildings. 
During the summer months the scene along 
these piers, and on the Wtersecting water- 
highways or thoroughfares, is a lovely and 
interesting one. Aside from numerous 
steamships and seagoing vessels that ply be- 
tween Stockholm and the seaports of Russia, 
Finland, and elsewhere, and the boats that 
bring supplies to the markets, the waters are 
alive with excursion and pleasure boats of 
all sizes—for half the population seems on 
the water in one capacity or another. But 
during the severe winter the harbor is trozen 
and then the docks must present a most de- 
serted appearance. 

The very earliest history is enveloped in 
obscurity, or is at the best but myth. The 
islands were at first occupied as affording a 
safer place of retreat than the mainland, and 
in 1255 a powerful nobleman, 

BUBGEB JARL, 

whose statue now adorns one of the open 
squares, fortified the three islands which 
now form the heart of the city; and to this 
limited area was the town confined for cen- 
turies. Repeated attempts were made to ex- 
tend its borders to the adjacent mainland; 
but these suburbs were as often swept away 
by the fortunes of war which ever and anon 
waged up to the very Fates of the small 
water-girt city. It was not until the middle 
of the Sixteenth Century that a permanent 
settlement on the main shore was achieved. 
Yet, even when secure from the ravages of 
war, the city fell a repeated prey to that most 
destructive of all enemies which has twice 
scourged Chicago so severely—fire. Six 
large conflagrations in 160 years at length 
swept away most of the old landmarks, and 
the wooden buildings of early times were re- 

laced by these that now stand, of stone, 

rick, and stucco, 

The growth of the city has been rapid of 
late years, and therefore much of it appears 
quite modern; still, many traces of its age 
are very apparent. Many of the streets are 
narrow and crooked, and some of them 
aie so steep that you wonder if it be not im- 
possible for a team te descendthem. But, in 
the midst of your conjectures, your ears are 
stunned by 

A TERRIFIC RATTLING NOISE, 
and, turning to see whence it proceeds, you 
catch sight of a compact little horse that 
tears down the rough cobblestone-paved hill 
as if he had hard work of it not to be run 
down bv the two-wheeled cart banging be- 
hind. In another moment he has — — the 
bottom, whirled around a corner, and left you 
feeling as if you never realized before the 
blessing of stillness. You toil A 
one of these steep ways, and think, Wh 
couldn't these old fellows have chopped o 
the top of some of these hills, ins of hav- 
ing their houses stuck on toa plane of 45 
degrees, at the risk of falling off?” But 
then perhaps you discover a portion of a huge 
rock standing between two of the build 
and you conclude that, if the hiil be of such 
stubborn material, you will not blame them

Here 
occurred what is known as Stockholm's 
Bloodbath,“ when, on the 10th and llth of 
November, 1520, Christian IL. of Denmark 
cau to be executed a score or so of 
Sweeden’s chief men, in the hope of thereby 
establishing his power over the land, but 
really with the result that in three years 
thereafter the Danes were driven from the 
country. This happy result was due to the 
courage and exertions of Gustavus vee, 
afterward made King, whose triumpha 
entry into the city, where his father per- 
ished together with the other victims of 
Danish cruelty, was, 250 years later—1773— 
celebrated by the erection of his statue. An- 
other market-place is memorable as having 
witnessed the assault by the populace, and 
THE DEATH OF COUNT VON FERSEN, 
in 1810. He had served at the French court 
under the unfortunate Louis XVI., and upon 
his return home was a courtier of emi- 
nence and power; but, having fallen under 
public suspicion as be of traitorous dis- 
position toward the King, and having been 
suspected as linplicated in the sudden death 
of the Crown Prince, he was attacked oy a 
mob and killed. A Captain, who with his 
soldiers witnessed the whole proceedings, 
could have saved the Count’s life by merely 
raising his sword, but refused thus to stay 
the violence of the mob. That eventful 
sword is now in the possession of a private 
museum in the city. 

This Island of Staden is full of interest: 
but directing the ores beyond it, you observe 
a background of hights, from one point on 
which, Mose Backe, still another — — 
and comprehensive survey of Stockholm and 
its environs may be obtained. Beneath your 
feet, under the oridge—indeed, with an arch 
or two of this structure resting upon it—is 
an island. Two handsome flights of steps 
lead down to a café-garden, where one

not yet entirely given way before the som- 
berer and uncharacteristic hues of modern 
dress. It will indeed bea great loss to the 
traveler and lover of the picturesque when 
the rapidly-disappearing costumes of Euro- 
pean peasants have become a remembrancer 
only of the pose.

Mn. Wan Walon Astor, the ex- 
ceedingly rich young man who was defeated 
for Congress in New York City on Tuesday, 
if so disposed may learn some very useful 
lessons from the result of his unsuccessful 
campaign, and by carefully storing them up 
in his mind have on hand a very considerable 
stock of wisdom for future use. Mr. Astor 
represents the wealthiest and most exclusive 
set of peoplein this country—the very creme 
de la creme of New York City top-notch 
society. With an unequaled social position 
and unlimited means at his command this 
young man concluded to run for Congress, 
having previously served a term in the New 
York Legislature, where he was chiefly 
noticeable for the meek and unquestioning 
manner in which he obeyed the dictates of 
the machine bosses. After securing the Re- 
publican nomination in a New York City 
district Mr. Astor began making a most re- 
markable personal canvass. Instead of do- 
ing hisshare of campaign work in the way

‘Tre defeat of Mr. Astor in the Eleventh 
Congressional District of New York was due 
to a combination of circumstances all unfa- 
vorable to him. The Post, Harper’s Weekly, 
and Herald (the Times was cold) opposed 
him because he was known to be thoroughly 
identified with the machine.“ His devo- 
tion to Conkling in the Senatorial canvass 
undoubtedly cost him a good many votes. 
Though he was not personally opposed to the 
street-cleaning bill, a candidate for the As- 
sembly in his district (Mr. Robert Ray Ham- 
ilton) had been conspicuously wrong on that 
question and was blacklisted on account of it 
by the Committee of Twenty-one. Hamilton 
was, like Astor, a young man of wealth and 
family, and the voters who scratched one did 
not spare the other. Astor was also ob- 
jected to because he voted against the 
aboli‘ton of taxes on shipping, and was 
opposed to the reclamation of the Harlem 
Flats. Though interrogated on the subject 
of civil-service reform by the association in 
New York, he studiously refrained from 
answering the note of the committee, where 
as his opponent, Mr. Flower, a most respect- 
able banker, returned a satisfactory answer, 
speaking emphaticaily of “ the assault upon 
our late President for the exercise of the con- 
stitutional prerogative to make nominations 
upon his sole responsibility.” The New 
York Post pertinently remarked before the 
election that the people would not care to 
exert themselves on behalf of ‘‘ gentlemen in 
politics” if the latter should at once sub- 
mit to the machine. The only reason 
for favoring the election of “the gen- 
tlemen” is that they are thought to 
be able to resist the blandishments of the 
Boss on account of their intelligence and in- 
dependence, and to introduce a higher tone 
in politics through their personal example. 
But Astor and Hamilton, as the Post says, 
“each had a Boss who taught him on Sun- 
days and holidays how to be indifferent to 
public opinion.”

THREE years have now elapsed since the 
British Government took possession of 
Cyprus, paying the Sultan of Turkey $400,000 
yearly rent for it, and the London Times claims 
that in that time great changes for the better 
have been made, and that all classes on the 
island have been the gainers. The mer- 
chants have a better trade than ever before, 
imports and exports have doubled since 
1878, and the demand for European goods is 
very large and increasing. The peasantry, 
instead of being in debt and misery, are be- 
ginning to save money. New houses, 
schools, and churches are being built, and 
new fields and vineyards are brought under 
cultivation. The Christians are satisfied, and 
the Mohammedans are satisfied, and the only 
dissatisfied class is the Greeks, who are con- 
tinually clamoring tor the annexation of 
the island to their country, though they 
could not administer the island at a loss, as 
England is doing, nor have they the power to 
manage or defend an isolated possession six 
or seven hundred miles distant. What will 
be the ultimate destiny of Cyprus the Times 
grayely discusses, and comes to the conclu- 
sion, that we have done so much for Cyprus, 
and have taken the threads of her affairs so 
entirely into our own hands, that we have no 
choice but to go on.“ Evidently for En- 
gland to return her to Turkey and her old 
miseries because she is tired of bearing the 
burden would be an act of cruelty impossi- 
ble of accomplishment, and to annex her to 
Greece is a political impossibility, because 
the island is not hers to give away. The fol- 
lowing conclusion of the Times, though 
somewhat melancholy, is probably the only 
legitimate disposition that can be made of 
Cyprus:

THE MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT 
SCHEME. 


The River Navigation Convention which 
was held in St. Louis a week or ten days ago 
has had the effect of renewing the discussion 
of the proposed improvement of the Missis- 
sippi. This is. perhaps, the result which the 
promoters of the scheme desired. If so, they 
can have all the discussion they long for. 
The more the project is canvassed the less 
danger there will be that a vast appropria- 
tion will obtained from the National Govern- 
ment for the benefit of contractors and the 
owners of swamp lands. 

The convention held at St. Louis concen- 
trated all its influence on the improvement 
of the Mississippi River. It had no word of 
encouragement for the improvement of any 
other natural highway. In the next place 
no discussion as to relative of differ- 
ent plans for the improvement of Missis- 
sippi was admitted, but the whole weight of 
the convention was thrown in favor of the 
embankment plan. In one word, the River 
Convention at St. Louis was intended ex- 
clusively to promote a sectional effort to 
secure from Congress annual appropriations 
of millions for a work which contemplates 
the erection of artificial banks on both sides 
of the river all the way between Cairo and 
New Orleans—a work which can only be 
compieted by an expenditure of at least 
$100,000,000, and which, when nominally fin- 
ished, will require an annual appropriation 
indefinitly in order to keep these sand levees 
in repair. 

The resolutions adopted at this convention 
set forth that ‘‘it is the manifest and impera- 
tive duty of the Government of the United 
States to cause to be made such improve- 
ments of the Mississippi and its navigable 
tributaries as shall permanently secure safe 
and easy navigation thereof.” It is a good 
deal more manifest, however, that the vast 
job contemplated by the convention is not 
designed to protect and improve the naviga- 
tion of the river, but has an entirely differ- 
ent purpose in view. The construction of 
high banks along both sides of the river is 
obviously designed to confine the waters 
within a certain channel in time of flood. 


Ordinarily these embankments would serve | the 


ho purpose whatever. But it is clear that at 
any time when the water in the river is so 
high as to require artificial banks to prevent 
it from overflowing the bottom, then the river 
is navigable anywhere along its course for 
the largest ships. Water at such a stage 
will float ocean steamers and ironclad men- 
of-war of the largest dimeasions ever built 
from New Orleans to St. Louis. The em- 
bankments are not needed for the benefit of 
navigation at high water, and at all other 
times they are certainly useless for naviga- 
tion purposes.

owners slong the line of the river, which are 


now exposed periodically to overflow. All 
this land is now comparatively worthless. It 
would not sell for more than a few cents an 
acre. It may be admitted that the reclama- 
tion proposed would ordinarily protect the 
low lands and give them a value for agfi- 
cultural purposes. Suppose that overflowed 
land now worthless should be redeemed by 
this process so that it would have a value of, 
say, $50,000,000, and either sell at that rate or 


produce interest on that amount by cultiva- 


m. This would bea great private benefit 

o the owners of the waste land. But it 
would be obtained at a cost to the Govern- 
ment of $100,000,000, or about double the 
amount of the private benefits. In other 
words, the taxpayers of this country would 
pay out 92 for every $1 of benefit to private 
parties. The. mass of the taxpayers would 
get nothing for their $100,000,000, and the 
private owners of waste land would 
get 50 cents on the dollar of the 
expenditure. The contractors would 
get the other 50 cents on the dollar. 
If the Government actually owned all the 
swamp-land along the line of the Mississippi 
River, it would not pay to spend $100,000,000 
to make that land worth $50,000,000; but, as 
the Government does not own it, the expend- 
iture of the former or any other amount 
will be a total and vicious waste of money. 
It will be cheaper for the Government to buy 
up the waste land at any valuation which 
the owners see fit to put upon it, and let it 
remain as it is. 

If the improvement of the navigation of 
the Mississippi River were the real, as it is 
the ostensibie, motive in view, the promoters 
of the scheme would look tothe improve- 
ment of the channel of the river where it is 
shallow. From this point of view, the jetty 
system has infinitly more to recommend it to 
the attention of Congress than has the em- 
bankment system. Wing-dams built ob- 
liquely at each side of the channel along 


the places where there are shallows, and 


sand-bars, and islands would undoubtedly 
help to deepen and keep the channel tree 
from obstructions in periods of low water 
and bad navigation: These jetties would 
need to be constructed only a few feet 
higher than the low-water mark, and only 
along those portions of the river where there 
are shallows and bars. They would be 
made chiefly of brushwood, held down by 
stone, and would be comparatively inex- 
pensive. In high water, of course, they 
would disappear under the flood and be of 
no service whatever; butas the flood abated 
and the water became low, they would give 
direction to the channel and assure a suffi- 
cient depth of water within their limits for 
the purposes of steamboat navigation. The 
Mississippi River could be equipped with 
these appliances for the improvement of 
navigation at a eost that would not exceed 
one-tenth the cost of huge sand levees, which 
would furnish no benefit to navigation at the 
only time improvement is needed that of low 
water. But the jetties would not protect the 
adjoining forest lands from overflow in time 
of high water, and hence would fail to serve 
the private interests to which the promoters 
of the Mississippi improvement scheme are 
looking. Nor would the system of jetties, 
honestly constructed only where they are 
needed, cost enough to make it much of an 
object for the contractors. If the selfish aim 
of the owners of waste land and of the con- 
tractors could be eliminated from the Missis- 
sippi River improvement question, that ques- 
tion might be discussed with some hope of 
agreement among the taxpayers of the coun- 
try, all of whom are willing to admit that the 
navigation of that river is a matter of National 
concern.

AMERICAN RELATIONS WITH RUSSIA. 

One of the most remarkable results grow- 
ing out of the American salute to the defeat- 
ed British flag at Yorktown is the jealousy it 
has caused at the Russian Court, and among 
that class of Russian Bourbons who have so 
long fancied that America’s sympathy was 
reserved for them, while the hostile feelings 
Were mainly directed towards Great Britain, 
and this to such an extent that they have 
even cherished the idea that the United 
States is a friend and ally of Russia, espe- 
cially in the matter of mutual opposition te 
the English Empire. If this is not a mere 
fancy engendered of mutual official civilities 
between the two countries, but an honest be- 
lief, then it must have arisen from a confu- 
sion in the minds of Russian officials be- 
tween the feelings of the American peo- 
ple toward the Russian people, and 
those toward the Russian Government, 
which are quite different affairs. The 
American people profoundly sympathize 
with the Russian people, but they have no 
sympathy at all with the Russian system of 
Government. 

There was a time in the life of Alexander 
II. when he signed the decree emancipating 
2% millions of serfs from a degrading 
landiord servitude, that the admiration and 
sympathy of the Awmerican people were 
aroused and freely expressed, and they 
looked towards Russia with the hope that 
the rigors of absolutism would be still fur- 
ther abated. But they were disappointed. 
They sought in vain for any policy of reform 
or scheme of popular amelioration that 
eommended themselves to their admiration. 
Alexander II. continued his iron rule until 
his victims avenged themselves upon hiin by 
consigning him to a terrible fate. When 
Alexander III. succeeded him the American 
people hoped for better things. It had 
been frequently announced that he was 
a more liberal man than his father, 
and was more in sympathy with the 
spirit of modern progress. His own decla- 
rations, his partial promises, and his first of- 
ficial acts gave good grounds for such hopes. 
He called to his counsels Gen. Melikoff, a 
brave old soldier and tried statesman, who 
was in sympathy with the people, and en- 
couraged him to believe that he would sanc- 
tion bis schemes for the improvement of the 
condition of the people, both materially and 
politically, and that he would even assent to 
his proposal to summon representatives from 
the people to confer with him upon the feasi- 
bility of admitting them to some share in the 
Government. At that time his course was 
applauded by Americans, and had he carried 
out these schemes there would today have 
been as cordial relations between the Amer- 
ican people and the Russian Government as 
there are between the former and the En- 
glish Government. They were again 
disappointed. Alexander III. dismissed his 
old adviser and summoned Ignatieff, a pro- 
nounced Bourbon, to take his place. Every 
bint of reform was abandoned. No one was 
allowed even to suggest the possibility of a 
representative form of government. The 
clamps were placed still more tightly upon 
suffering people. The ghastly proces- 
sions to Siberia and to the wilitary prisons 
increased, and the Government once more 
drifted back into the rankest, most odious, 
amd most hopeless form of despotism, pre- 
sided over by a monarch who scarcely dares 


to move about in his own prison-palace for | 


fear of the popular vengeance, or to leave its 
walis without being surrounded by his mili- 
tary body-guards. 

The Czar’s Government is the most abso- 
lute, tyrannical, and despotic among the 
civilized nations of the world. It has 
nothing in common with the European 


past.effenses against humanity, has an en- 
lightened and liberal form of government as 
compared with that of Russia. Even the 
Balkan provinces have more humane and 
progressive institutions than Russia, and 
it is not the least of the grievances of 
the Russian people that they remember their 
Government embarked in a great war, spent 
millions of their money, and sacrificed thou- 
sands of their lives, to rescue Turkish sub- 
jects from an oppression net more cruel than 
their own, and to give them the boon of self- 
government, which it refuses its own people. 
If the Russian officials have any idea that 
the American people sympathize with them 
or the Government which they administer 
under the despotic caprices of their Czar, 
they should dismiss itat once. If they wish 
to secure such sympathy, let them give to 
the suffering Russian people some voice in 
their own government. Until they do so, 
and until they are identified with that spirit 
ot progress which characterizes American 
institutions, they are not warranted in the 
belief that the American people regard their 
Government with any feelings of cordlality. 
Despotism and republicanism have nothing 
in common in their organization, and there is 
no mutual ground where they can meet and 
fraternize or exchange anything but formal 
civilities. 


RADICAL REFORM OF ENGLISH LEGAL 
PRACTICE. 

The legal machinery of justice in the State 
of Lilinois is more costly to the general pub- 
lic, and more costly to litigants, and is pro- 
vided with more courts, and more Judges, 
and more judicial officers of all kinds than 
is the machinery for the administration of 
justice in England. Some ten years ago 
Parliament undertook the work of reform- 
ing the constitution of the Exglish courts, 
and after due preparation and careful con- 
sideration about six years ago the Courts of 
Queen’s Bench, Common Pleas, and the 
Exchequer divisions were united or con- 
solidated into one court, the High Court 
of Justice. A year or more ago a committee 
was appointed to consider and report upon 
any changes desirable to have made in the 
practice, pleading, or procedure of this High 
Court of Justice, and also how far it might 
be expedient to limit any rights of appeal 
then existing. This report has recently 
been made and published, and will be laid 
before Parliament at the next meeting. 

The committee consisted of five English 
Judges, one Scotch Judge, three barristers, 
and two solicitors. There are twenty-six 
changes proposed, many of them of the 
most sweeping character, the recommenda- 
tions being altogether inconsistent with that 
conservatism which has always been sup- 
posed to govern the legal profession. Among 
these changes is one to abolish pleadings, 
and another to limit trial by jury. One of 
the London pavers says: The truth is, that 
our present system of litigation, with its 
childish nrultiplication of dilatory expvedi- 
ents, frivolous appeals, and costly futilities 
of every imaginable kind, has broken down 
so completely and notoriously that, except 
for the sake of clearing his character, no 
man of business with a cool head and aver- 
age common sense will voluntarily go into 
the courts. In the long run, no one suffers 
more from such a state of things as this than 
the members of the legal protession, and it is 
not therefore a matter for surprise that a 
picked body of the most intelligent lawyers 
in the country should have persuaded them- 
selves that there is nothing further to be 
hoped from a continuance of the process of 
patching and tinkering, and that what is 
wanted is a complete reconstruction of the 
whole edifice, from its base upwards, upon 
simpler and more workmanlike lines.” 

The first recommendation is to insure that 
the issue between the parties shall be in 


the simplest and most direct form. Every 


action is referred to a Master, and this officer 
gives directions on the summons payer as to 
the general course of proceedings. Noplead- 
ings are allowed except by sanction ofa 
Judge. In matters of “ discovery,” great 
abuses are said to have existed, leading to 
great delays and costs. Here, too, the Mas- 
ter is to determine what facts shall be dis- 
covered. Appeals from chambers on these 
proceedings are to a Judge in chambers, and 
are final unless special leave be granted. 

With regard to matters at the trial, the 
changes are important. The committee sug- 
gest that in all matters of account a jury 
trial is not appropriate. The rule is here- 
after to be that the trial in civil cases is to be 
without a jury, unless both parties ask for a 
jury in the summons paper, and bere the 
Master may or may not order such jury, aub- 
ject to appeal. In certain classes of cases 
the right of trial by jury shall be absolute; 
these are, for libel, slander, seduction, false 
imprisonment, malicious prosecution, and 
breach of promise. In motions for new trial, 
the rule nisi is abolished, and all applications 
shall be by motion after notice, so that the 
matter can be decided at once. Where a 
trial by jury has been held, the Judge before 
whom the trial has been heard has the right 
of certifying that he is dissatisfied with the 
verdict, in which case the new trial follows 
as a matter of course. 

In small cases the costs are said to be now 
four times greater than the sums in dispute. 
The recommendation is that when the amount 
recovered is less than $1,000 the costs be 
taxed on a low scale; and that when the sum 
in controversy is less than $500 there shall be 
no appeal from a final ‘order without leave. 

In matters of appeal from a Judge without

YESTERDAY’S DEBATE. 
Special Cable 

Paris, Nov. 9.—The debate on Tunisian 
affairs, of which the public and the Cham- 
ber are heartily sick, was contini to- 
day. Almost the entire afternoop’ was 
monopolized by the speech Jules 
Ferry, who, like all speakers that have 
preceded him, seemed determined to 
drown the question in words. Assuming a 
resolute and not undignified tone, he replied 
at length to the charges of MM. Nagquet, 
Clemenceau. Talandier, and Lefaure, show- 
ing the hollowness of most of the so-called 
Tunisian resolutions, and arguing that the late 
Chamber had given the Ministry as full 
authority as it thought advisable in the 
regency so long as war was not de- 
clared. He said that war had not 
been declared, and, therefore, the Min- 
istry had not exceeded its mission. It 
was not always necessary to proclaim 
the secrets of foreign policy on the house- 
tops, and sometimes it was a patriotic duty 
to be silent. If ever a Mediterranean war 
were to break out it would be acknowledged 
that the Ministry had done its duty. 

M. BALLUC,

Les Debats 
thinks that M. Ferry, who is to 
reply today, will have no dif- 
ficulty in persuading the Chamber 
that the Government is not mixed up in the 
financial intrigues denounced by his re- 
doubtable antagonist. The Moniteur believes 
that the Chamber would have voted the in- 
quiry demanded by M. Clemenceau had 
the debate been wound up yesterday. 
Ferry had been seen to consult 
with Gambetta several times during the 
discussion. The Premier of the outgoing 
Ministry, and the presumed Premier of the 
Ministry which is to succeed it, appears to be 
on the best of terms. It is doubtful, there- 
fore, whether Gambetta will stir a finger or 
utter a word to help Ferry out of his difficul- 
ties. 

ANOTHER SCANDAL

FERRY’S SIGNIFICANT REPLY.

Paris, Nov. 9.—In the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, Premier Ferry replied to Clemenceau’s 
attacks on the Government. He said the 
Government would have been open to cen- 
sure if it had not supported the interests of 
French subjects. The time had arrived to 
terminate intrigues against French influence 
in Tunis. It was impossible to adjust the 
frontier disputes amicably because of the 
impotency of the Bey. The Cabinet had fol- 
lowed the constant tradition of French 
diplomacy, and guarded French interests by 
means of a protectorate which permitted 
France to take what others would have taken. 
It was the sole means of closing the frontier 
of Algeria agaiust the dangers threatened by 
the possible extension of the Eastern con- 
flict to the Mediterranean. 

M. Ferry said he considered the demand 
for an inquiry into the Tunisian campaign 
useless and dangerous, and he defied the 
Opposition to furnish proofs of their charges 
against the Government. After speeches by 
MM. Ballue and Clemenceau in support of 
the motion for an inquiry, the Chamber de- 
cided that the debate should be closed. The 
Chamber then 

REJECTED THE MOTION 
for an inquiry—348 to 168. The order of the 
day pure and simple was rejected—326 to 205. 
Several other orders of the day were subge- 
quently presented, none of which obtained 
priority. M. Chauveau, Republican, pointed 
out that the Ministry had virtually resigned, 
and that this resignation deprived the 
voting of the order of the day 
of the necessary sanction. He therefore 
proposed, in accordance with the rules of the 
house, to terminate the discussion without 
any order of the day. The proposal was re- 
jected—2% to 23. The motion by M. Au- 
drien (Republican) to refer the orders of the 
day toa bureau of the Chamber was like- 
wise rejected—351 to 96. The next order of 
the day, moved by M. Cassimir Perriera (Re- 
publican), declaring “The Chamber desir- 
ing In no way to hamper operations in 
Tunis, passes to the order of the day.”

THE CHINESE IN PERU. 


Horrible Cruelties Inflicted on Coolie 
Laborers on the Piantations—A Life 
of Slavery Often Ended by Torture. 

Correspondence New York Herald, 

Lim, Oct. 12.--All classes have suffered 
from the war, but the Chinese, whose lot has 
always been a hard one, have more reason to 
complain than any one else. Slavery in the 
South was a pleasure in the majority of in- 
stances as compared with the sufferings of 
the unfortunate coolies on the sugar planta- 
tions of Peru. In some distriects a slight 
improvement in their treatment has been ob- 
servable within the past two or three years, 
but in others, where all restraint over 
masters has disappeared with the dis 
appearance of law and order and 
the uprising of i the | Montoneros, 
the Chinese laborers are suffering in- 
credible hardships and frequently wanton 
torture. Have the public abroad any idea of 
the life of acoolie on the majority of the 
plantations ? He is aroused before daylight, 
and turns out with his fellow-prisoners to 
answer the muster-roll. Should he be lax in 
attending two or three blows are sure to fall 
to his lot.

This 
term is employed to describe a man who has 
a ring of iron welded round one of his ankles, 
to which is attached along chain witha 
weight at the end. Frequently, instead of 
this weight, the chain terminates ip a similar 
welded ri round the leg of another un- 
fortunate. For some reasonor other the 
men to be thus punished are generally 
chained in pairs. Dozens of such couples 
may be seen on some plantations. Another 
lan is also becoming general, and a straight 
ar, terminating in two rings, is welded on to 
the victim’s legs, compelling him to move 
somewhat like a pair of living compasses, 
Sometimes an iron band is welded round 
the body, with a chain Stunning from 
it to a ring round the ankle Ii 
all cases constant and extreme suffer- 
ing is entailed. The iron rings produce 
sores on the legs, and the r wretches then 
stuff rags or other soft substances in to alle- 
viate the pain they suffer from the wounds 
and the stinging of the insects which swarm 
in the cane fields. The tales of their suffer- 
ings, if fully told, would attract sympathy 
the world over. 

When passing — a plantation 1 have 
had the bars of a movable gate taken down 
by a man who could not rise from the 
ground, and who, on my questioning him, 
answered that he had been so severely in- 
jured shortly before that he had lost the use 
of the lower part of his body, and that, as the 


doctor had said he had only a few days to

live, he had been carried to this gateway to 
see that the bars were kept constantly in po- 
sition to prevent cattle straying through 
them. Death was in the man’s face while [ 
spoke to him, yet from the manner in which 
he spoke one could see he took this in- 
human treatment as a matter of course, and 
that long subjection had taught him to be- 
lieve that such a sentiment as human sym- 
pathy has no existence. Another man I once 
saw havea penknife driven e into 
his back between the blade bones while his 
elbows were so tightly drawn together de- 
hind that his chest bones appeared to be 
bursting through his skin. Only the other 
day ten men who had been kidnapped in 
Lima and carried to a plantation in the 
North attempted to effect their escape. They 
were recaptured, carried back, treated most 
inhumanly on the journey, and then laid on 
the ground and flogged until their bodies bore 
little semblance to humanity; then, last 
and most degrading and disgusting cru- 
elty of all, the overseers drove their 
heavy roweled spurs into the bleeding 
bodies until to the hes of the lash were 
added the spur-galis, which in civilized 
countries the law considers cruelty and pun- 
ishes as such when inflicted on animals. 1 
could fill pagesin describing horrors of a 
similar nature. There are thousands of these 
contracted laborers, who are slaves in real- 
ity, scattered throughout Peru. They are in 
the hands of hard and merciless taskmasters, 
and I eannot see why the officers of the for- 
eign fleets on this coast, assisted by compe- 
tent Chinese interpreters, should not be com- 
missioned to hold an examination and liber- 
ate the men who are held by force. 
Of course their owners would carry many 
of them off into the interior, and mer- 
chants who hold mortgages on the proper- 
ties would put every obstruction in wa 
of the truth being discovered; but ¢ 
wonld result, while the vast number of the 
halt and maimed of them who would be met 
with and reported upon would prove the 
disastrous effects of starvation, overwork, 
and torture on the human frame. I believe 
the Chilians would gladly cosvarees in such 
inquiry either within or beyond their lines, 
while the scattered Peruvian montonero 
bands would not dream ‘of offering resist- 
ance. Al! nations have combined and deter- 
mined to treat slave-dealers as pirates, and 
the principle is carried into practice on the 
Airican coast. There is no reason why a 
similar salutary lesson should-not be taught 
here. God knows it is required.

Probably no class of persons interested in 
marine matters bave felt the effecus of the dull- 
ness of the past season more than the sailors. 
The low freights compelied Vessel-owners to 
economize in every manner, and many vesseis 
were sailed nearly the wiole season short-hand- 
ed.

The General Passenger Agents ot some of 
the leading roads centering in this city do 
not think that the refusal of the Grand 
Trunk, the Erie, the Chicago, Rock Island 
& Pacific, the New York, Pennsylvania & 
Ohio, and a few other roads means the defeat 
of the movement now going on to abolish 
the system of paying commissions to ticket 
agents and scalpers. They say the roads op- 
posed to the reform constitute but a small 
minority, and if all the other roads would 
jolu together and agree §to abolish the sys- 
tem, those now in favor of it would soon be 
compelled to follow suit. Some of the Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents seem to have jumped 
to the conclusion that Tux Trisuns, in pub- 
lishing the fact that the above-named roads 
emphatically refuse to join in the movement 
to abolish commissions, meant to throw cold 
water upon the movement. Such, however, 
is not the case. The fact was published sim- 
ply as a matter of news. For years 
Tue Tripune has labored to bring about 
this very reform, and ‘Shas always raised 
its voice in favor of abolishing commissions 
and other extravagances in the passenger 
business, claiming that the immense amounts 
thus squandered are taken directly from the 
passengers, and that the passenger rates 
could be reduced over one-third of what is 
ordinarily charged if it were not for these 
extravagant and useless expenditures.

Now, when the — — rates are low on 
account of the railroad war, and the money 
paid for commissions, etc., comes out 
of the coffers of the railroads themselves, the 
General Passenger Agents of the roads think 
‘Tue TRIBUNE throwing cold water upon 
the movement to abolish commissions 
simply because it doubts that the rail- 
roads would make maintain 
the reform if the rates were high 
enough to allow the railroads a good profit, 
after deducting the amounts paid out for 
commissions, ete. TE TRIBUNE is now and 
always has been in favor of low rates, and 
any movement on the part of the rail 8 to 
bring about such a result will receive its 
most hearty support. A prominent official 
of a leading Eastern road, who has always 
taken a great interest in this matter, writes 
to Tne ‘TRIBUNE as follows: 

“Are you not somewhat hasty in an- 
nouncing the failure of the new movement 
for the abolition of commissions? Why 
should the Grand Trunk, rie, New York, 
Pennsylvania & Ohio, and Chi Rock 
Island & Pacific Roads, a very small minor- 
ity of the railroadsvf this country, be al- 
lowed to dictate in the matter? ‘These roads 
oe comparatively a small dee coun * = 

irough passenger country, 
if they were allow w éontinue the 
payment of commi ns they could 
not divert one-tenth of thej amount 
of traffic the otheer roads now throw away in 
the payment of commissions. These lines, 
having no merit in themselves to obtain pas- 
senger traffic, will always be“ beggars” for 
commissions, rebates, differential rates, etc. 
It should be remembered, however, that 
these very roads are very largely dependent 
upon the large majority of the roads which 
favor the new movement, and a combined 
and united stand among them would soon 
bring them to terms. If the unanimous con- 
sent of all roads is waited for, then 1 quite 
agyee with you that the reform sought will 
be long delayed. But wiser counsels should 
prevail, ana the large majority of the roads 
of the country, which handle 90 per cent of 
the passenger traflic, should have enough 
independence to insist upon the success of 
this new movement and present a united 
front, as against roads whose stock in 
trade consists of high commissions and 
free use of the scalping fraternity. I am ex- 
ceedingly sorry to see that Tux TRribuNzE, 
whose statements are taken as authority on 
railroad matters, should throw cold water on 
this new movement, backed as it undoubted- 
ly is by the Western Trunk Line Association, 
which has shown what unity of action can 


‘accomplish in other directions. Tun Tris- 


UNE has been outspoken in advocacy of 
lower rates of transportation for both pas- 
seugers and freight, and it cannot help the 
cause along in any more sure way than urg- 
ing the success of this new movement, as the 
abolition of commissions, rebates, differen- 
tial rates, indiscriminate Issue of free passes, 
etc., means lower rates for the public and 
—— dividends to stockholders of rail- 
roads.“ 


The Troubles Between the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul and the Chicago & lowa 
Regarding the Rockford & Northern 
Amleably Settled. 

The contest between the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul and Chicago & lowa Rail- 
roads for the possession of the Chicago, 
Rockford & Northern Railroad, which has 
been going on for more than a year past, and 
some months ago resulted ina collision be- 
tween the two parties, in which considerable 
property was destroyed and several lawsuits 
instituted, has now been amicably.settled, 
and all the litigation ended. The Chicago & 
lowa had control of the Rockford & North- 
ern under a twenty-year lease, and the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul, having obtained a con- 
trolling interest in the Rockford & Northern, 


tried to wrest it from the Chicago & Iowa. 
The latter, however, resisted, and destroyed 
the connection that had been made by the 
Milwaukee & St. Paul at Davis Junction, 
about a year ago. The conflict was a terrific 
one, and the courts finally interfered, 

left the Chicago & lowa temporarily master 
of the situation. 

An arrangement has now been completed 
which overcomes all the difficulties regard- 
ing the possession of that road, and the law- 
suits have all been withdrawn. The con- 
tract is between the Chicago, Rockford & 
Northern and the Central IIlinois & Wiseon- 
sin Railroads. The latter company was 
organized about six months ago by the Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul people for the purpose of 
constructing a road from Rockton and Davis 
Junction. The Chicago, Rockford & North- 
ern agrees to ve the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul, or rather Central IIlinois & Wis- 
consin Railroad, a right of way along its 
line of forty feet, and the latter will con- 
struct independent tracks on this right of 
way from Davis Junction to Rockford. 
Until this new line is og the Milwaukee 
& St. Paul will nave the joint use of the 
Rockford & Northern tracks between the 
wo points.

MEETING OF THE INTER-STATE OONVENTION— 
HOW TO GET GOOD CROP REPORTS.

COOPERATE WITH THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 

CULTURE.

Remarks of the Hon. William Bross, of 
Chicago. 

At the immense meeting in the Assembly 
Hall at Atlanta Exposition, Oct. 27, after 
the address of welcome on Governors’ day by 
Mayor English and the speeches of Gov. 
Coiquitt of Georgia, Gov. Bigelow of Con- 
necticut, Gov. Hoyt of Pennsylvania, Gov. 
Jarvis of North Carolina, and Gov. Black- 


burn of Kentucky, the Hon. H. I. Kimball, 


Director-General, in the absence of Gov. 
Cullom, called on ex-Liecut.-Gov. Bross to 
respond for Illinois. He spoke in substance 


as follows: 

Gov. Coeur, Drrecror-GENERAL KIMBALL, 
LADIES, AND GENTLEMEN: You are aware that 
my name was not set down in the bills, and 
hence you cannot expect much of a reply from 
me. I deeply regret with you that our exellent 
Gov. Cullom is not bere to respond personally 
for our noble State. Permit me to say thal vo the 
map of the United States in the industrial and 
commercial interests of the Nation, in its 
weaith, its population, its progress, its power, 
and its patrivtiem, sve speaks for herself. No 
language at my command can properly represent 
the themes that press for recoguition wen 
the commanding posivon, the genial climate, 
the exbaustiess 0 fertility of her soil, the extent 
and the beauty of ber groves and prairies, and 
ber commercia! resources, with Lake Michigan, 
the mighty Misstssib , the Onio, and the u- 
bash almost surruuading ber, the IIlinois River 
and the canal ruuning nearly through the con- 
tre of the Stute. and railways within easy reach 
of every man’s farm—I say when these and 
scores of other topics are to be discussed, the 

voice or the pen ot the most ecloguent siatesman 
could tind abundaut scope for tae best powers 
at his command. IIlinois gives “the right hand 
of feliowsaip to the Suuth—to Georgia—to those 
who have planned and spread out tor our pleus- 
ure and our instruction this magnificent expusi- 
tion, cing us. better than ever vefore a kuow!- 
edge of ber industries and her exbaustiess re- 
sources; and she bids them gudspeea in every 
efiort that can contribute to their 
wealth, the weifare the prosperity, 
the happiness and the glory of her peopie. Com- 
paring che Nationai Centennial of 1s\6, after a 
careiul study of some six weeks, with your Ex- 
position, permit me to say that, aside from the 
vast mucbinery apd textile and other articles 
from the other side of the Atlantic, your Expo- 
sition, as an exhibit of the products of our 
own country, and especially of the means of 
manufacturing and rendcring thom useful for 
the purposes of our moderu civilization, far 
surpasses the Centennial. it is not only an Bou- 
or to the Southern States, but our whole Nation 
may weil be proud of it. [ would that milhons 
ot our feliow-citizens, gathered trom the Atlan- 
tic to the Pacific, could be bere to study, to ad- 
mire, and to be instructed by it. 

After the references mat have been made by 
some of the eloquent gentlemen who preceded 
me to the bistory of the past, and the happy set- 
tiement of the perplex mn. not to say irritabie, 
questions that were mooted afew years ago, 
beg to refer toa personal incident. Standing 
upon the base of the monument on the battie- 
field of New Orleans, in March, 18%, 1 had a 
grave suspicion that a Chicago man of my 
known principles would not tod it beaithy to 
attempt to speak his sentiments anywhere at the 
South; and there alone, with ive ruinof Heaven 
pouring down upon me. ! made a silent prayer 
that I might live long enough to be permitted to 
do so, respectfully, of course, ia every Capitaliof 
the Suuthern States. I began with a paper be- 
fore ascientitic association at Nuastviile three 
or four years ago, and berv I am before a great 
audience in the Capital of the Empire 
State the South. With only 
the most kindly, even brotheriy, feelings, 
actuating my whole soul, | toank Heaven that 
i should not now hesitate fur-a moment to speak 
my sentiments, litical or otherwise, in apy 
Capita] or city of the South. I assure you, gen- 
tiemen, one and ali, that you will receive a most 

cordial greeting anywhere atthe North. It is 
only by — mingling on and socially of our 
people, by free speech and a free press, that we 
can rightiy understand each other, and that the 
peace, the weitare, aud the prosperity of our 
great andyiorious Kepublic can be promoted 
and secured. In our party Lilinois, Wisconsin, 
and Indiana are represeuted. We me from 
what you may suppose to be the r North, 
about 800 miles from bere, but we bring warm, 
patriotic hearts, and rejoice with you at the 
marked success of your grandexposition. We 
have studied the exhibits, and shall continue 
to study them with care for the remainder 
of the week, and we thank you most 
cordially for the opportunity to become ac- 
quainted with your great and invaluable re- 
sources. You produce much that we of the 
North cannot, and wnich is essential to our pros- 
perity and weifare; and we can send you in ex- 
change the produce of our fertile tields and the 
workmanship of our hands, which vou will find 
it tor your pleasure and your profit to purchase, 
Here in this ball, tastefuily adorned and pglori- 
ous with the Stars and Stripes swaying in 
abundant festoons above us, we greet you, and 

ledge notonly an exchange of our industries 
or yours, but propose to escape from our cold 
Northern blasts and dwell for a time in your 
sunny clime; and we cordially invite you, when 
the Dog Star rages, to come to us and inhule 
our cool, bracing breezes, giving you rest 
and recreation, and renewed energy for 
the tasks that may be fore you. 
For all that can best promote the industrial, the 
social, the inteliectual, and the moral welfare 
of our whole country; that can bind all our 
States together in bunds of patriotism and love; 
that can give stability to our free institutions 
and band down the biessings we now enjoy to all 
future time, let us all labor as brothers with

Witness 
never beard him Swear at her except when thus 
provoked. Mrs. Firman's manner was cool and 
collected, and she had a habit of talking at 
rather than to ber husband, and locking 
at the tea-tray or on the floor rather than 
at him. On ‘one occasion when she had 
been peculiarly exasperating, Firman laid down 
bis knife and fork and rushed from the table. 
It was bard to tell who began these altercations. 
Firman had a habit of making jokes, to which 
his wife would answer witb cutting remarks and 
looks as described. She told witness once that 
she had tried everything eise with ber husband 
except this, and that sne was going to stick it 
out. Firman’s manner was pleasant and affable 
except when he was under excitement, and his 
demeanor towards the children was of the ordi- 
nary kind. Witness thought Firman scarcely 
kept strict control over the children, and his 
wife would interfere when he did attempt to 
correct.or reprove them. She would take them 
away into other rooms, or get between him and 
them. Firman'’s manner wen reproving the 
children was not very mild. Mrs. F. never com- 
plained to witnessof cruelty by her husband. 
The household tabie was fairly well supplied, 
and there was plenty for everybody. The chil- 
dren were rather shabbily-dressed. After wit- 
ness left the house he presented the Firman 
family with a small set of china, costing per- 
haps $15 or $20. 

In oross- examination, the witness said he 
boarded about two months with the Firmans. 
Mrs. F. never said to witness that her husband 
was brutal or overbearing, but did say 
something to the effect that he had been so long 
accustomed to having men under him that he 
wanted everybody to submit tohim. Witness 
considered Mrs. Firman a very smart woman in 
some respects, and when it came toa contest of 
wits Firman generally ran away. Firman did 
not go about the correction of his children ex- 
actly as a father would who felt he bad a pain- 
ful duty to perform. In fact, be got angry with 
them, and Mrs. F. interfered between them. 
Witness had acted during the past twelve years 
as attorney for Firman, and believed de had 
beid property in trust of which Mrs. Firman was 
the beneficial owner.
